In 1896 mort tban two-thirds of tht 
ptoplt of Reno voted for tbt Incorpor- 
ation of tht town, and mort than nine- 
ttnths In favor of a proposition which 
wai Impossible without a municipal 
government. Last November tbt voters 
reiterated their dsslre for a city gov- 
ernment and pure and wholesome water 
by rt-tlsoting by largt majorities all of 
tht old msmben of tht Council, with 
but a ilnglt exception, when the old 
member declined to become a candi- 
date.

If 
this Is a oorreot doctrine, the quicker 
wt abolish tbt ballot tox, tht mort 
ipetdlly will we set ourselves right by 
striking out from our federal constl* „.
